Choaupcako and Ohio Railroad.was made
by Mr. John M. Ryall, president of the
Central Trades and Labor Council, and
elicited considerable discussion. It was
finally decided by tho temporary organi¬
sation that this matter would bo the first
definito work taken up by the permanent
organization .when It sitali ha\'o been
perfected.

Considerable· time was consumed In dis¬
cussing the scope nnd powers of the pro¬
posed Joint committee, which Is designed
to be an amalgamation of the Influence
of twenty-two separate and distinct'buslr
noas organizations into one embodylpit
the talent of all.

Mrs. Rogers. Prepared for
End. Receives News
Without Emotion.

GIVEN FOUR MONTHS
MORE BY GOVERNOR

Effort Made to Smuggle in
Poison to Convicted Woman
Fails.Claimed That Evi¬
dence Against Her "Was

False.Move for
New Trial.

(By Associated Press.)
WINDSOR. VT.. Feb. 2..A few hours

after receiving the last rltea of the
Catholic Church and hearing her father
confessor read the prayer for the dy¬
ing, Mrs. Mary Marbel Rogers, who was

sentenced, to die upon the gallows io-

morrow for the murder of her husband,
listened with amazement to 'the.an¬
nouncement, of High Sheriff Heno· H',
i'eok/thatf Governor Charles'J. Boll had
granted her u· reprieve of;four months.·
Preparations i for the 'okçcutlon had

been perfected.' The gallowe had been
erected In the· west wing of the prison,
a heavy black pintail) hanging, from

<>the guard-room windows,, shutting :the'
gruesome machinery of death from public
view. Sheriff Peck carried the news of
thè reprieve to the prisoner. Mré. Rog¬
ers was seated at a tablo writing a let¬
ter to her mother. Appametly suppos¬
ing that the sheriff had come to read <thc-
death warrant, she arose and moved
toward the door. Sheriff Peck had
never seen Mrs. Rogers before that mo¬

ment. Walking up to the.door he said:

No Emotion.
"Mrs. Rogers, 4-am the sheriff. I have

brought you good news."
"I am glàd to meet you, Mr. Sheriff,"

said Mrs. Rogers, as she extended her
hand through^ the grating. "What is
the.good news?"
"Governor Bell has -to-day granted you

a reprieve until Juno 2d," replied the
sheriff.
Mrs. Rogers remained like a statue aa

though unable to comprehend the mean¬

ing of the words. Without a sign of
emotion, she gazed at the sheriff a mo¬
ment and then said: "I had given tip
all hope, but 1 am glad that thè Gover¬
nor has granted me that time. Ho' la a

good^ man."
Mrs. Rogers then thanked the sheriff

and his companions foi· the Information
thoy briought her. She seemed unaf¬
fected by. the tidings and as the party
moved ajvay from tho door of the ¿oath
cell, she returned to tho table and re·.

sumeri writing.
Tho Governor said ho granted the re¬

prieve In order that opportunity might
bo given for a now trial and only on

tho ground that Mrs. Rogors claims
through her attorney that sho has not
had a fair trial and that tho evldonco
presented against her was false,

Sent Poison to Her.
Flvo hundred dollars was offered to

Harold Harpln, a guard In tho State
prison, If ho would carry a package, of
poison to Mrs. Rogers. Tho offer was

mado In an anonymous letter from Bos¬
ton, containing $250 In bilie which Har¬
pln received recently, Tho writer offered
to send the other $250 as soon as Hho
poison was delivered to Mrs. Rogors. Tho

guard turned tho letter over to Super¬
intendent Oukos, who showed It to Gov¬
ernor Hell. Postal authorities have
been asked to Investigate tho letter,

Tho
center of tho cold-wave Is still In North
Dnlcotn, but Is moving slowly southward.
This was the coldest day of the year In

Chtcnjo, Early this morning tho ofnclni
report showed. U degrees below zero. A
mean temperature of ß degrees below
zero for th day wn« rcorded. At 0 o'clock
to-night the weather Bureaus thermomo-
.tor registered S degres below zero and It
wns steadily growing colder. Owing to
the absence of wind, the cold has not been
felt as much as In usual In Chicago.
Among the poorer class of peoplo, there Is
a greut deal of .suffering, but no deaths
directly due to tho frigid weather havo

Thanking Him for
Courtesies to Them.

BOSTON, MASS., Feb.. 2..For the first

time In forty years 'Lieutenant-General
Nelson A. Miles, now acUng Inspector'
general on the staff of Governor Douglas,
hsa broken silence on the circumstances
surrounding the Imprisonment In Irons

of Jefferson Davis, Presldent-of tho Con¬

federacy, who, after he had surrendered
himself to the Federal authorities, was

given In charge of tho then. Colonel
Miles.
.General Miles' has' been annoyed by
some recent criticisms of his action at

that time, which have been made In

connection \vlth tho discussion of the

Hull army bill In the House of Represen¬
tatives at Washington, and has, In or¬

der to set before the general public what
he declares to be the true history of tho
caee, given out the following signed state¬
ment:

Jefferson Davis did not surrender
when the capital of the Confederacy
at Richmond, was captured. He did;
not surrender -with his principal
armies when they .surrendered under
Leo and'Johnson, but It .was his In¬

tention, and he admits it In his own
book, "The Rise, and Fall of the Con¬
federacy," to try- and; escape across

the Mississippi so that ne could Join
tho Confederate army· In-that section
and continue tho war. Ho was sont
to FortrêsB Monroe to await trial
for complicity in the.assassination of
Mr. Lincoln.
